Premier

London, May 22. 
Frol Kozlov, 53-year-old 

Sovict Deputy Premier, 

and Sceretary of the 

Communist: Party Central 

Committee, was reported 

tonight to be sufforing 

from heort trouble and 

to be “very- ill.” 

The London Daily Telegraph 
said Kozlov’s illness accounted 
for his fallure to appear in 
public for more than a month. 
He was last seen publicly at the 
Red Square reception in 
Moscow for Major Yuri 
Gagarin, the world’s first 
cosmonuut. 

Kozlov {s a close colleague of 

Premicr Nikita Khrushchey and 
has often been mentloned as a 
future Prime Minister. He went 
to the United States in 1959 to 
prepare the way for Mr Khrush- 
chev’s visit in the autumn of 
that year. 
He is noted for his acld and 
sometimes witty sayings on the 
ways of the West. Once he 
described the New York subway 
system as “lousy."" On another 
occasion, he jokingly offered to 
buy back Alaska for the Soviet 
Union for $200 million. 

The Telegraph based its 
account on a report by David 
Floyd, its special correspondent 
on Soviet affairs, ; 

“The iliness will aggravate 
the problem of leadership with | 
which the Russlan regime {sj} 
confronted,” Floyd noted. 
There Is serious shortage of 
capable men with strong per- 
senalilies In the upper reaches 
ofthe Russian system.”

Mikoyan, 66, who has survived 
Western speculation about hls 
demotion, Alexe!
